NE  BUS.  Sixty  students.  Sixty  suitcases.  No.  Not  to  Washington 


that  way.  That  only  lasted  until  we  reached  the  B.  &  O.  Station  where 


we  were  given  the  luxury  of  three  buses  to  the  station  in  Elizabeth.  There, 


after  much  waiting  we  saw  our  train  stop  before  its  signal  for  a  mad  rush  for  seats 
in  the  special  car  marked  Bloomfield. 

The  usual  pastimes  whiled  away  the  time  until  we  reached  Washington, 
where  we  found  it  necesssary  to  hike  the  length  of  Union  Station  to  reach  our 
buses.  As  we  drove  along  the  various  avenues,  among  them  New  Jersey  Avenue, 
we  realized  from  the  cross  streets  that  no  Washington  resident  can  afford  to  be 
without  a  knowledge  of  the  alphabet.  Arriving  at  the  hotel  we  were  given  our  meal 
tickets  and  keys. 

Soon  it  was  “All  Aboard”  again,  this  time  on  sight-seeing  buses  with  which 
we  were  to  become  so  thoroughly  accustomed.  After  pointing  out  all  manner  of 
famous  and  important  buildings,  our  guide  informed  us  that  we  would  cross  over 
to  Georgetown  and  thence  go  to  the  Arlington  Cemetery.

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MURDER!  That’s  what  brought  the  police  to  the  house  of  Dr. 

Thomas  Oakes  Maxfield,  Jr.,  on  the  evening  of  June  19,  1941.  Con¬ 
stance  Stone,  the  famous  scientist’s  private  secretary  and  Ernest  David¬ 
son,  track  coach  for  Penn  State,  had  found  upon  returning  from  an  afternoon  dance, 
the  doctor  lying  dead  on  the  rug  of  his  den. 

Police  Chief  Brindley  and  his  force  of  Russ  Forrest,  A1  Kleinfeldt,  J.  Chris¬ 
tensen,  E.  Hill,  R.  Kaiser,  and  E.  Kurdek  could  find  no  signs  of  the  murderer  upon 
their  arrival.  Police  Doctor  Armstrong  said  that  death  was  caused  by  strangulation 
with  a  rope.  Coroner  Carman  could  make  no  statement  as  to  who  the  murderer 
was;  while  Snoop  (A1  Frosig)  and  Peep  (V.  Zergiebel),  police  detectives,  could 
find  no  clues  as  to  the  killer’s  identity. 

Gertrude  Carr,  writer  for  the  Society  Scandal ;  Sylvia  Fried,  of  the  Daily 
Hooie;  and  John  Wollak,  of  the  Independent  Mess ;  came  to  get  the  details  of  the 
affair,  and  went  to  interview  the  head  of  the  house.  Meanwhile,  Russell  Forrest, 
Cop  13,  was  left  on  guard  in  the  den  and  he  started  to  read  a  book  called  “How  to 
Solve  a  Murder  Mystery”.  Blanche  Muser,  “The  Mysterious  Widow’’,  entered 
the  room  and  searched  the  desk.  The  “Shadow”  strangled  her  while  Forrest  was 
unaware  of  all  that  happened. 

Later  Forrest  discovered  the  “Widow’s”  body  and  it  was  taken  to  head¬ 
quarters.  Forrest  turned  on  the  radio,  and  after  a  while  Connie  told  him  to  turn 
it5  oflf. 

The  next  morning,  Connie  and  Mary  cancelled  all  engagements.  Peep  and 
Robert  Barr,  the  chemist,  were  murdered  in  the  morning  and  John  Wollak  in  the 
late  afternoon. 

In  the  evening  all  the  household,  the  ixilice,  reporters,  etc.,  were  assembled, 
when  suddenly  the  room  darkened  and  the  “Shadow”  made  an  appearance..  He 
dropped  a  test  tube  and  the  room  was  filled  with  fumes.  All  were  suffocated  to 
death.  Schieferly  was  killed  by  a  gun  shot  from  the  audience.

The  orchestra  went  over  big  at  the  annual 
spring  concert. 

Several  representatives  from  B.  H.  S.  have  been  elected  to  the  All-State 
Orchestra  since  Miss  Albinson  has  been  conductor. 
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Pi  HE  FIRST  GAME  on  the  Bloomfield  schedule  was  Textile  High,  N.  Y.  C. 
i  champs  of  the  year  before.  They  brought  a  powerful  team  with  them  but 

B.  II.  S.  easily  downed  them  19 — 0. 

Belleville  was  the  next  victim  the  following  Saturday.  They  withstood  the 
heavy  pounding  for  two  periods  but  finally  weakened  in  the  fourth  quarter  and 
Bloomfield  made  two  touchdowns.  At  the  finish  the  score  stood  1*4 — 0. 

The  tragedy  happened  a  week  later  when  a  strong  South  Side  team  handed 
a  hard  fought  defeat  to  the  Varsity.  Both  teams  went  on  the  field  determined  to 
win,  but  South  Side  had  the  slight  advantage  and  they  ended  victorious  19 — 7. 

Another  scarring  defeat  was  suffered  when  Paterson  Central  just  managed 
to  win  by  virtue  of  an  extra  point.  The  Bloomfield  line  was  sluggish  as  the  flay 
was  warm  and  neither  team  really  got  started.  In  the  final  period  Bloomfield 
started  clicking  and  a  seventy-yard  march  ended  in  a  touchdown.  The  extra  point 
attempted  failed,  and  the  game  ended  7 — 6,  although  B.  H.  S.  was  on  its  way  to 
another  touchdown  when  the  whistle  blew. 

Dickinson,  on  the  road  to  a  state  championship,  was  decisively  beaten  by  the 
determined  Red  and  Grays  to  the  tune  of  13 — 6.  The  varsity  played  fine  football 
and  won  easily. 

Next,  East  Side  of  Newark  came  under  the  spell  of  B.  H.  S.  and  they  went 
home  lamenting  a  35 — 6  trouncing  which  came  upon  them  like  an  inevitable  fate. 

The  following  Friday,  Irvington,  who  had  a  week  or  so  before  spoiled 
Asbttry  Park's  chances,  was  swamped  at  the  Athletic  Field  40 — 0.  Irvington  soon 
found  out  that  Bloomfield  was  not  Asburv,  as  Captain  Frank  Schumell  ran  wild 
for  four  periods. 

The  field  was  a  sea  of  oozy  mud  at  the  Nutley  fracas  the  next  Saturday  and 
loose-footing  and  fumbles  marked  the  game  from  start  to  finish.  However,  mud 
didn’t  hamper  the  “Bulldogs”  as  they  trampled  Nutley  19 — 0. 

As  was  expected,  on  Thanksgiving.  Montclair  was  humiliated  by  a  score  of 
25—0.  Bloomfield  literally  ground  the  Montclair  gridders  in  the  dirt,  although 
the  latter  made  all  kinds  of  efforts  to  score. 

Rutherford  offered  to  play  B.  H.  S.  a  post  season  game  for  charity,  and 
Coach  Foley  accepted.  A  few  days  before  the  game,  Rutherford  had  been  placed 
above  Bloomfield  in  the  state  rating  by  N.  J.  S.  A.  I.  A.,  but  they  were  out-plaved 
and  beaten  13 — 0.  The  varsity  played  like  a  machine;  perfect  timing,  teamwork, 
spirit,  and  plenty  of  fight  marking  the  playing.  Captain  Schumell  and  Sitarskv 
fought  out  a  personal  battle.  Among  those  playing  their  last  game  for  Bloomfield 
were:  Frank  Schumell,  Jack  Davis,  Bob  White,  Ernie  Davidson,  Dick  Fornoff 
and  Jerry  Clericuzio. 
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THE  BLOOMFIELD  HIGH  baseball  representatives  had  a  rather  poor 
season.  Coach  Foley  found  himself  with  but  three  regulars  back  and  had 
to  build  up  a  new  team  around  them. 

•  Miano,  Horton  and  Adams  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  infield,  playing  third, 
short  and  second,  respectively.  Andy  Harrison,  last  year's  sub  fielder,  soon  be¬ 
came  the  chief  pin  of  the  outfield. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  team  did  not  seem  to  start  clicking 
since  one-third  of  the  aggregation  was  composed  of  rookies  but  toward  the  end 
they  were  playing  a  better  brand  of  ball. 

In  every  contest  but  the  Dickinson  and  Morristown  melees  the  opposing 
teams  had  to  fight  long  and  hard  for  the  victory.  The  final  margin  was  generally 
one  or  two  runs  on  the  average. 

The  deciding  scores  in  the  Irvington  and  Nutley  games  were  by  one  run 
made  by  desperate  rallies  in  the  eleventh  hour. 

Perhaps  the  hardest  fought  game  was  the  Columbia  tilt,  won  by  the  Red  and 
Grays  in  the  tenth  inning  2 — 1.  With  Columbia  ahead  1 — 0,  the  locals  came  from 
behind  to  tie  the  score  on  two  successive  doubles  by  Delezenski  and  Harrison  and 
finally  to  win  through  a  homer  over  the  left  field  fence  by  Reid  for  the  deciding 
run. 

Johnny  Reid  reached  the  peak  in  his  first  year  as  regular  on  the  baseball 
team  during  the  Columbia  game.  He  struck  out  thirteen  batters,  allowing  but  five 
scattered  hits,  walked  two  and  accounted  for  the  homer  that  won  the  game.  To 
Reidy  should  go  much  of  the  credit  for  B.  H.  S’s.  showing  although  the  season 
wasn’t  as  of  average.  After  the  first  two  games  the  team  found  it  had  but  one 
capable  pitcher  in  Reid,  since  Eddie  Lynch  was  unable  to  play  and  to  Johnny  fell 
the  twirling  job.  He.  managed  the  responsibility  well  enough  and  pitched  approxi¬ 
mately  two  games  a  week  for  almost  two  months. 

Eddie  Lynch  should  also  be  mentioned  since,  after  having  to  leave  the  squad 
for  physical  reasons  he  donned  a  uniform  and  went  in  to  relieve  Reid  in  the  Glen 
Ridge  game  when  Reidy  injured  his  arm  in  a  spill  on  the  baselines.

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T^HE  B.  H.  S.  TRACK  TEAM  enjoyed  a  very  successful  season,  placing 
ahead  of  the  field  in  six  out  of  ten  meets,  second  in  one  and  losing  but  three 
to  the  strongest  teams  in  the  state. 

The  relay  team  finished  second  in  the  Penn  Relays  over  last  year’s  third  and 
covered  themselves  with  glory. 

Ernie  Davidson  has  been  the  mainstay  of  the  track  squad  all  season,  account¬ 
ing  for  points  in  both  track  and  field  events  in  every  meet.  At  the  end  of  the 
schedule  Ernie  had  a  total  of  almost  150  points  to  his  credit. 

To  go  down  the  line  B.  H.  S.  left  South  Side  in  the  dust  easily  and  trampled 
over  East  Orange  and  Paterson  Central.  In  the  triangular  Plainfield  and  Columbia 
set-to,  the  locals  placed  second  just  behind  Columbia. 

Barringer,  Asbury  Park,  and  Montclair  defeated  the  Bloomfield  tracksters 
in  hotly  contested  meets  but  B.  H.  S.  broke  the  tape  ahead  of  East  Side  and  Irv¬ 
ington  by  decisive  scores. 

In  a  quadrangular  get-together  with  Glen  Ridge,  East  Orange,  and  Mont¬ 
clair  Academy,  the  Bloomfielders  succeeded  in  coming  through  with  a  victory  by  a 
margin  of  four  and  one-half  points.

The  Red  and  Gray  came  through  to  beat  Morristown,  Bloomfield  Sem¬ 
inary,  and  Irvington  by  decisive  scores. 

Both  Central  Paterson  and  Morristown  won  their  return  games  which 
the  Red  and  Grays  tended  them. 

Belleville,  Glen  Ridge,  and  Central  Newark,  the  latter  two  away,  beat  the 
B.  H.  S.  basketballers  by  comfortable  scores,  and  Bloomfield  High  broke  a  losing 
streak  by  beating  the  Alumni  by  a  16- point  margin. 

In  the  second  Montclair  game,  the  Montclairites  just  squeezed  through 
with  a  very  close  victory.  Nut  ley  and  West  Orange  succumbed  to  a  determined 
B.  H.  S.  attack  and  Glen  Ridge  found  it  impossible  to  win  the  second  game.  In 
the  last  game  Passaic  visited  Bloomfield’s  court  and  won  after  trailing  at  the  half. 

The  Red  and  Grays  couldn’t  get  started  in  the  beginning  of  the  season  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  practice.
